BRITISH PREMIER 
PLEADS FOR PEACE 


AT GENEVA MEET 


URGES,FRANCE AND GER- 
MANY TO ABANDON FEAR; 
CULTIVATE CONFIDENCE

Mar. 16.—(ff)—Prime Min- 
ister Ramsay MacDonald of 
Great Britain, presenting a 
new plan for peace and se- 
curity to the world disarm- 
ament 
conference 
today, 


proposed an .army of 200,- 
000 men for Germany doubling the 
maximum limit set by the Treaty 
of Versailles. 
The armies of Italy and France 


would be rdeuced to the same 
numerical strength, but France 
would be reduced to the same 
force of 200,000 and Italy of 50,- 
000.This would reduce the French 
army about one-third, paralleling 
the proposal of President Hoover. 
No maximum was suggested for 
the British- army, nor does tne 
plan include any attempt to limit 
non-European forces. 
Austria's effectiveness would be 


fixed at 50,000, Hungary's at 60,- 
000 and Bulgaria's at 60,000. 
The French "allies" 'would bs 


lined up: Poland 200,000, Rumania 
150,000, Czechoslovakia 100,000. 
Russia would be given half a 


million men. 
The plan would extend the Lon- 


don naval treaty to include France 
and Italy. It also would extend 
the naval holiday on capital ships 
to all powers except Italy, which 
would be permitted to build one 
ship to balance the new "French 
cruiser Dunkirk.

.v3ermany would be freed legally 
the

d by the Versailles treaty, but 
actually her naval power would 
be fixed at the present level un- 
til 1936. 
This proposed treaty would re- 


main in force for five years. Dur- 
ing that period special interna- 
tional commissions would be cre- 
ated to attempt conciliation and 
settlement 
of

problems now disturbing Europe. 
A second general arms conference 
would'be held just before the ex- 
piration of the five year period. 
Mr. MacDonald admitted that 
thus far he had been unable to 
figure out 
away to 
guarantee 
that civil aircraft 
will not be 
converted to war purposes. Such 
a guarantee is essential to the 
abolition of military aircraft. 
Therefore he proposed 
limita- 
tion by quantity and 
suggested 


these specific figures: 


' Airplane limitations' 
For the United States, 500 air- 
planes; Great Britain, 500; France, 
600; Japan, 500; Italy, 500, and 
smaller figures for other coun- 
tries. He did not suggest a max- 
imum for Germany. 
"These figures are not like the

Recently a group of investigators 


ono of the many making surveys 
of everything under the sun and 
beyond , the sun, .presented a com- 
prehensive report u->on why. em- 
ployed persons are discharged from 
their positions. It is needless to go 
into all the bewildering statistics 
which they compiled. 
But their 


general conclusion is arresting even 
startling, and deserving a place

For these men found out that] 


overwhelmingly, the reasons 
for 


the discharge of employes were 
only incidentally within the realm 
of skill and occupational compe- 
tence; but that they mostly had 
to do with the character of the 
workers. They -called these unem-

Tt 
is hot. brighter brains or more 
clever hands that the world's work- 
shops .need, but the old-fashioned 
qualities of sterling character. 


At the Boot of the Matter. 


That verdict holds good In all 


the larger affairs of a world that 
is out of kelter. We have got to 
find our way out of the present 
mess along the lines of human 
character. 
A new spirit, a. new 


purpose, a new integrity must be 
cultivated' in the lives of individ- 
ual men and women. 


Right here is where tho present 


Sunday School Lesson enters with 
its old. old teachings concerning 
the 
effects 
of 
alcoholic drinks, 


Tho theme assigned Is not. the 
vexed question of prohibition. 
It 


goes back of that, into the ac- 
cumulated experience of the cen- 
turies, to demonstrate the evil re- 
sults of strong drink.

Lifting The Temperance.Slump. 
Detoured of late years into the 


political aspects of 'prohibition, the 
forces of temperance have 
suf- 


fered a whacking defeat. Many of 
the leaders became puffed up with 
a sense of their political import- 
ance. 
Some of them took 
the 


stump as partisan speakers. They 
failed in their first duly as re- 
ligious workers. 
The 
character 


side of the temperance struggle 
has been neglected for ten years. 
On 
every hand 
it. is admitted 


that the failure to teach the evils 
of intemperance, and the advan- 
tages of abstlnance, has been the 
glaring blunder. 
The fight has 


been shifted from a Bible basis to 
a political question. 


Now the slump must be reme- 


died. 
There is nothing new to 


say, 
except, as the times stress the 


demand for a higher, finer, more 
altruistic type of character among 
men and women who would set 
the world right. 
New conditions 


simply increase the reasonableness 
of setting minds and bodies free 
from the sway of strong drink. 


In the ox-carl clays, a. driver 


could get drunk without, seriously 
imperilling other users oC the high- 
way. 
Al the present time, a drun- 


ken driver at the wheel of an au-j 
tomobile is a social menace, as 
is tragically proved by every day's 
hospital and police records. 
This 


machine age has magnified the 
perils of loss of complete. control 
of his faculties by anybody. That 
alcohol does destroy this control 
admits of no argument. Why risk 
the safety of self and others for 
a momentary alcoholic "kick?" 


Fit, For Fighting. 


In the midst of tho new struggle 


in which all the world finds it- 
self, everybody needs all of his 
powers unimpaired. And he also 
needs a new spirit. 
Instead 
of 


self-indulgencp, the times demand 
self-sacrifice for the sake of oth- 


ers. 
On a purely selfish basis, the 


restrained use of alcohol, on the 
part of the strong, may be justi- 
fied. But on the Bible basis, which 
is that '"no man livoth to him- 
self, and no man dleth to him- 
self," it is indefensible. Tho strong 
are bound lo help bear Ihe' bur- 
dens of the weak. 


Probably there never has been 


an epoch in the world history like
